In:view also of the fact that the Publie
Service Commission of Pennsylvania s
established by law to pass in a judicial
manner upon any dispute which may nrise
between these two contracting parties, we
belleve that so far as possible the detalls
of constructionand operntion under the
Rrrmnm-d contract should be left in the

ands of such légally congtituted authori-
ties. On the other hand, we recognize the
fearibility or necessity of enlarging us
far as may be hy ordinance in connection
with the proposed contract or by statute
the powers of the Department of City
Transit as representing the city's interest,

Our suggestion as to this bourd i= that
the Director of Clty Transit represent the
city and that the company appoint and
pay for its representative. who, together
with the clty's representative, should be
empowered to pass upon probilems sub-
#ﬂ't to this jolnt control. In case It is
ound advisable these two partles should
be empowered to add to the board a third
member appointed by the Publle Service
Commiesion, for such term ns they deem
deslrable, or directed to submit any mat-
ter In dispute to the Publle Service Com-
miggion. In this way we belleve that the
workings of the contract would be more
smoothly and efficlently conduected with-
out chance of frictlon between two differ-

ent elty representatives, and with saving
of expennes to the clty.
